-Answers to" the above may vary, but 
it is safe' to state that the interest in 
and knowledge of cows is far short of 
what it should be in this part of the 
west. As the Mother of^Prosperity, 
the humble cow should Kave-on hon¬ 
ored place on every farL-f In fact, 
what is a farm without ooWs? And 
yet in this new country, this country 
of countless acres devoted to one-crop 
farming, there are numerous farms 
that cannot boas^ofa.'Oow of any 
fr*ort, milch or beefT In this prairie 
land cows are needed to break the mo¬ 
notony of life on the farm in the sum¬ 
mer and to give profitable employ- 
t ment in the more or less stagnant 
months of winter. Cows' are needed 
to furnish a plentiful supply of milk, 
cream and butter to the farmer and 
his family, instead of the “canned” 
product shipped from distant cities to 
satisfy the needs of the farmer right 
on the land.

The dairying indus¬ 
try is the surest and quickest line.of 
farming that our irrigationists can 
take up t^> bring them a steady in¬ 
come. Dairying peculiarly attaches 
itself to irrigation farming as the 
abundance of forage crops, roots, sil¬ 
age, etc.,.made possible by the acces¬ 
sibility of water at all times, can be 
, turned into dairy products very 
, cheaply. Our irrigation farmers must 
come to these intensive .methods soon¬ 
er or later. Their Jand is too valu¬ 
able and their operating expenses'too 
high to pursye a one-crop policy. But 
not only is the cow an essential part 
of the irrigation farm, she is also ne¬ 
cessary on the dry farm. Now that 
sweet clover, com and alfalfa and 
other crops can be abundantly grown 
on dry Jand,the feed problem has been 
solved. There is now no excuse. Our 
I dry farms will never become attract¬ 
ive habitations until a herd of good 
dairy cows browse over the pasture 
land and eat from the pit silo in the 
winter. Don’t wait until you can af¬ 
ford to build a fancy bam. Build a 
good warm straw stable and keep it 
clean, ventilated and light. Your ani- 
'mals will respond to this treatment, 
yes, even better than if you ooddled 
them. “The Cow, the Mother of Pros¬

Estimating, as all thinking men do, 
the relation of banks to«the progress 
and stability of the country, and more 
especially, as seen in die west, their 
Relation to the agricultural industry, 
lSr.y/ j C; Good, progressive M.P. for 
Brant, who visited Alberta recently, 
has collected information which has 
caused him bo form certain views. 
These views are the outcome of per¬ 
sonal inyiestqfatiohs* made in an ex¬ 
tended tour which took in Western 
Canada. Just at this time when the 
question of legislation in regard to 
banks id, to be gone into when parlia¬ 
ment meets the information which 
Mr. Good has accumulated should be 
of much service. There, are .certain 
reforms Mr. Good advocates which he 
has not hesitated to sot forth. He ar¬ 
gues that the evil? of inflation and de¬ 
flation are controllable. The problem 
he holds,should be grappled by states¬ 
men and others with a vei\v to the 
■remedying of what it has to be ac¬ 
knowledged, is iyi economic evil. Even 
though the remedy may not be a per¬ 
fect one, he regards the effort as de¬ 
sirable. Giving an emphasis to the 
recent disclosures following bank fail¬ 
ures, he concentrates on the impor¬ 
tance of government supervision of 
banks, the value of which has been 
pioved in the United States, amhurg- 
es the need of immediate legislation 
in this ,respect. Mr. Good favors the 
local independent bank, particularly 
for a country like Canada. He advo¬ 
cates legislation to give these banks a 
fair chance for organization and sur¬ 
vival. To bring thi3 about he puts 
forward the need of a central govern¬ 
ment bank for note issue and redis¬ 
counting. The ordinary commercial 
bank, Mr. Good contends, has not met, 
does not meet, and cannot very well 
meet the financial needs of agricul¬ 
ture. He considers that Provincial ef¬ 
forts should be made in the matter of 
long-term credits extended to agricul¬ 
ture, Mr. Good argues,, have proved 
eminently satisfactory.- Short-term 
credits have not yet been well tried 
out in America, but the evidence is in 
their fsProi;. Mr. Good goes tn to 
point out that the problem of what 
he consider^ wasteful competition be¬ 
tween private banks can be satisfacto¬ 
rily solved by a system of local co¬ 
operative community banks federated 
into larger units, and linked with a 
government central bank. In ccnclud-. 
ing his views, Mr. Good calls atten¬ 
tion to the dominating position held 
by finance in the modem world, point¬ 
ing to this being symbolized in the 
architecture and luxuriance of bank 
buildings. He utters the hope that 
these, in being dedicated to the wel¬ 
fare of mankind, will express one of 
the greatest of our public services.— 
Lethbridge Herald. ^ 

IS NOW SATISFIED 

fhviaring that he was disappoint d 
at the outlook when he arrived in Ca¬ 
nada under the coloni*tion scheme 
for Imperial ex-service men, but is 
novv well satisfied with his prosp)cts, 
E. J. Comfort writes the*Land Settle¬ 
ment Board from Silver Stream, near 
T.sdttle, Saskatchewan, as follows: ”1, 
take this opportunity of expressing 
niy appreciation of the assistance giv¬ 
en me and also the advice by your de¬ 
partment. I came to Canada as a 
settler, under the colonization scheme 
for ex-service men. After my arrival 
here I cannot say I was too favor¬ 
ably impressed by conditions, so far 
as farming was concerned, but I de¬ 
cided to carry on and thoroughly in¬ 
vestigate conditions and to give it a 
thorough trial before quitting. I am 
pleased to say that my investigation 
end observation have quite changed 
my opinion and the result is that I 
have decided to remain here. I would 
thoroughly recommend to all ex-serv¬ 
ice men and others .who cannot find 
any hope of advancement dr better¬ 
ment of their prpspects of a liv( libood 
in the old country to come over here 
where there is every prospect of suc¬ 
cess and a good living to all who arc 
capable and not afraid of hard work. 
I would strongly advise any ex-service 
men who are contemplating settling 
in Canada to avail themselves of the 
assistance and services of the Soldier 
Settlement Board of Canada, through 
their representatives in London. 
Every assistahee is given through 
the board to ex-service men in 
placing them in employment 
and in settling them on their own Se¬ 
lected farpis, on terms which one 
could not obtain through any other 
source. I have finally settled in the 
Carrot River Valley, near Tisdale. 
Saskatchewan, where there is still 
room for Snany more settlers. This 
district is an exceedingly good one for 
fanning and one where you are quite 
likely to meet someone you know. It 
is a purely English speaking, district 
and school facilities are good. The 
summer is fairly long and warm, and 
st> far the winter is in no way severe. 
Trusting that my* information which 
has been personally gained may be of 
Some use to others who are undecided 
whether to make the experiment -or 
rot.”

The approach of the New Year finds 
Canada with many things to be thunk¬ 
ful for. While many impoitnnt in- 
dustral countries are complaining of 
depression and hundreds otjhjyu^ndt 
of unemployed are wuliring’their 
streets and being kept from starvation 
through the payment of millions of 
dollars in the form of doles, ‘Canada’s 
trade has continued to expand and she 
has no serious unemployment problem 
And—better—still-r-the outlook is 
bright. Canada’s external trade • has 
kept up wonderfully well and w thout 
the assistance of* large' credit-. The 
explanation is that she -is producing 
commodities for which the world has 
need. During th^yr&roqnding Octo¬ 
ber 1st, her tpriu extemaTTplNle was 
$1,913,860,000, and increase of '8371,- 
•165,000 over that for the preeocNiqg 
year. The exports were $1,010,86V 
00<f, aqd increase of $204,376,000 and 
the imports,' $902,993,000,’ an increase 
of $170,088,000. The favorable trade 
balance amounted to $107,873,000, in 
-comparison with $73,585,000 for the 
proceeding twelve montlis. It is to be 
observed that this business was done 
following a wheat crop of 397,000,000 
bushels. It is impossible to say at 
this writing, definitely, what'the yield 
has been for the present year, but the 
last Government estimate states 169,- 
761,000 bushels, since when the Hon. 
Mr.’ Robb, Minister of Immigration 
and Colonization and former Minister 
Trade and Commerce, has publicly 
stated his Conviction ttiat it will 
reach 600,000,000 bushels. If these 
figures are correct, there will be an 
increased production for export this 
year of nearly. 100,000,000 bushels. 
After all, the true basis of prosperity 
is production, and this Canada has. 
Moreover, it is not a production of 
things for which it is difficult to find 
such as food, animals, timber, miner¬ 
als, etc., with a comparatively large 
percentage of manufacturers. If the 
preferential trade proposals announ¬ 
ced by the British Government at the 
Economic Conference in London are 
carried through, they will undoubtedly 
greatly benefit Canadian industry, 
particularly the British Columbia sal¬ 
mon fishing industry and thgjmpk. 
growers through the Dominion gener¬ 
ally. The latest proposal is to place 
a duty on canned salmon and fresh 
apples when imported into Great Brit¬ 
ain from other countries and to per¬ 
mit these products from within the 
Empire to enter duty free. We will 
deal with this subject fully in the fol¬ 
lowing issue, mentioning only, for the 
present, that the proposals include 
honey, tobacco, wine and fruit juices,, 
with the imposition- of a duty ’on for-, 
eign importations of dried fruits, ap¬ 
ples, pears and peaches; It is report¬ 
ed that the fruit and honey crop's of 
Great Britian, owing bo the damp 
season, have been a failure. A tre¬ 
mendous movenfient of grain is taking 
place from the West, taxing shipping 
facilities to the utmost, asuring a rec¬ 
ord volume of traffic for transporta¬ 
tion interests. Owing to the lateness 
of the crop, it has been slower in 
reaching the market this year -than 
last, with the result that the number 
of cars inspected during the wrrmtfis 
September and October was over 100- 
000, or 3,200 below the number for the 
same months last year. But the in¬ 
spections on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway have been nearly 1,000 over 
those of last year, a clear indication 
that Canada’s “Pioneer Trans-Contin¬ 
ental” is handling the greater volume

FLOOD OF ORDERS FOR SEED 

As a direct result of the wor'd’s re¬ 
cords won at Chicago recently by Al¬ 
berta-grown seed grain, the provincial 
department of agriculture has been 
flooded with orders from many epun- 
tries for seed grain from its cleaning 
and marketing-plant. Enquiries for 
more than ISO carloads have been re¬ 
ceived by W. J. Stephen, field crops 
commissioner, from points in the Uni¬ 
ted States, Great Britain and Europe. 
The plant will handle about 50,000 
bushels this season, and possibly 
more.. Last year it handled 16,000 
bushels. Farmers in Alberta who de¬ 
sire seed from the provincial plant 
are advised to get their orders in at 
once, so that they may have their re¬ 
quirements filled. Prices for the reg¬ 
istered seed from the plant have Jin- 
ally been fixed as follows: Registered 
Marquis and Ruby wheat, extra No 1 
$1.00 per bushel; fourth generation, 
$1.15;.3rd generation, $1.25; 2nd gen¬ 
eration,. $1.3^£st generation, $1.75. 
Strange’s premium, $1.76. Regi tcred 
Ranner and Victory oats, extra No.-l, 
60c per bushel; 2nd generation. 85c; 
1st generation. $1.10; Bigland’s p' emi- 
um^^ltlO. Registered barley, $1.00 
per bushel. Orders are accepted for 
quantities of not less than two bush¬ 
els of wheat, two bushels of barley, 
three bushels of Pats, with 10c each 
for sacks.

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HRE PREVENTION 

Brat Methods, as Suggested by Vulcan 
Girl’s Essay 

[Written by Jennie Cook] 


"Friends, Romans, countrymen, lend 
me your ears," or rather your atten¬ 
tion. I wish to explain some of the 
best methods of fire prevention. 

We all know that every year there 
are thousands al_dollurs worth of 
property destroyed Dy fire. Many 
lives .are also lost. This only height¬ 
ens our expenses and lessens our po- 
. .pj.da.tion. In 1921 the fire losses 
equalled about $1,733,100 in Alberta 
alone. This loss is distributed among 
Uiree hundred and ninety-si* dwel¬ 
lings, one hundred and seyenty-eight 
stores, eleven schools, garages, offices 
hotels, warehouses,, poolrooms apd 
barber shops, hospitals. Besides this 
there are r^pbrous forest fires. 

The onl^way to conquer our great 
enemy, fire, is for everyone to fight 
against it Despite the numerous 
people now engaged in fighting it, the 
loss is yearly increasing. There is an 
.old saying that “Fire is a good friend 
but a bad master”, also, “Prevention is 
better than, cure.”' We must heed, 
these warnings by trying in every pos¬ 
sible way to prevent .fire and although 
it is a very good friend, and we could 
not very well get "along without it, 
we must yet treat it as a dangerous 
muster. 

Look at the thousands of dollars 
Canada will lose if her forests keep 
on burning. Why,, lumber is an im¬ 
portant resource, 'especially in the 
cast and in British-Columbia and it 
would be a shame if this revenue were 
checked. Canada might want for fuel, 
for some people use wood entirely as 
tuel instead ofcoal. Lumber for build- 
' ing purposeswould be missed too. 
Today, Canada is paying very high 
lire insurance in order to replace the 
damage done by this horrible- fiend. 
Bid if fire is prevented, fire-insurance 
will decrease. 

Now let us look'at some of the 
causes of fire. They are very simple, 
so simple indeed that some people 
might think it foofish to mention 
them at all. Fires are certainly easy 
to start, but usually as hard to over¬ 
come. 

One of the-simplest mistakes which 
often causes fire is accumulation of 
soot in stove pipes and chimneys. This 
soot may catch file if the stove is 
overheated and may then catch fire to 
woodwork or anything inflammable 
near it, endangering not only our own 
property but the property of others. 
Householders should be perfectly sure 
that all stovepipes and chimneys are 
well cleaned and tsovopipes should' be 
securely wired that they could not 
possibly fall, Unused stove pipe holes 
should be covered vhry carefully. The 
walla above stove pipes should be pro¬ 
tected by brick, cement ...ftr sheet 
metal. *" . . 

’’ Another way- in which fires are of¬ 
ten started is Carelessness in threw 
ing out ashes. They should be quite 
cold if they are to be thrown tn piles 
but they should really be put in'metal 
receptacles. .If they are thrown care- 
. lessly out near wood or anything in¬ 
flammable," serious damage might be 
done. Ashes have been known to ig¬ 
nite the second week, after being 
thrown out. Do .not" have a woodpile 
too,near the buildings, for if by any 
mean a this should catch fire, it wouh 
endanger tho buildings. Kindling wood 
should be kept in sheds or basements 
in orderly piles with no paper near 
Rubbish of any kind should not be 
left near buildings, it should be burn¬ 
ed in a metal container, a distance 
from inflammable materials. Children 
light bonfires which are destructive to' 
property, therefore' they should be 
forbidden to carry matches. 

Gasoline is one of the mast dan 
' gerous causes of fire. Many are killed 
through the ignition of this gas 
Kerosene is also dangerous. Never 
use these gases inside this house for 
cleaning as it endangers life and pro¬ 
perty. If possible they should not be 
kept in the house at all. Especially do 
pot use gasoline or coal oil to light a 
fire or improve a poor one. This i: 
extremely dangerous and many have 
lost their lives through doing it. 
Only in 1921 a lady in Vulcan, using 
coal oil to light the fire, was killed and 
the house with its contents was burn¬ 
ed. It is best not to use alcohol 
lamps, especially if made of glass, for 
if the glass should break, the fluid 
would be ignited at once. Do not fill 
a lamp in a room in which there is a 
light, for gasoline and coal oil often 
explode when brought in contact with 
a light. Oily rags should be kept in 
metal cans and destroyed often. If 
ever a fire is started through the 
of coal oil, throw sand or flour orf&tity 
to extinguish it. Do not use water in j 
this case is it only spreads the blaze. J 

Damp lampblack will ignite very ! 
easily, also charcoal. - Grease On the j 
stove will also ignite. , 

Forest 'ftres are often caused \ 
through smokers’ carelessness. If they j 
are not careful where they throw their ' 
cigarette stubs a serious fire may be j 
the result. When the tree planting car j 
was in Vulcan it illustrated this very 
clearly. A party of men on leaving ! 
the woods were indulging in a smoke 
and one carelessly threw away a ci- i 
garette stub and thought no more of 
it. A few hours later word was tele¬ 
graphed to headquarters that a fily j 
had started in the ’ woods. Probably j 
that man never knew that through hss 
carelessness, he had caused a large 
forest firei Picnic partios should be j 
very careful to have their camp fires j 
properly extinguished, 'I hi aw dirt on 
it, or throw water over it. Many times 
the fire department, knowing where I 
people are camping, keep watch. 11 
know when .some Vulcan girls were J 
camping at High River, an aeroplane 
passed over us several times a day j 
and we were told that they were of¬ 
ficials from the headquurters of the j 
fire department. Forest fireS often oc- | 
cur through the caTeiess throwing 
away of matches. Wi/must be veiy j 
careful about these small things. Dry i 
grass and leaves should not be allow -1 
ed to be kept on property as a lighted ! 
match thrown indifferently away may I 
ignite it and do damage. Steam pipes i 
should be kept-clear of all rubbish. 

Electricity is a means of causing 
fire. If the wires are not properly 
connected it is dangerous. An over¬ 
heated electric iron often causes fiie. 
Of course we cannot stop lightning, 
but we can at least put lightning rods 
on houses to prevent so far as >ve can, 
our homes catching fire in this way. 

Very trifling mistakes or more igno¬ 
rance or carelessness on our part, of¬ 
ten causes fire, therefore we Should 
be prepared at all times to meet fire 
in case of an alarm. All buildings and 
especially public buildings should be 
, well protected. Buildings over two 


stories in height should have fire 
escapes. Stairways should be kept 
perfectly effear and good sized aisles 
should be maintained. Goods of any 
kind should not be placed in front of 
doors and windows as in case of fire, 
it might hinder help. Fire doors and 
shutters should be closed every night. 
It is a good idea to have all doors of 
public buildings awing outward, such 
as doors in schools theatres, etc. Do 
not use matches or candles to light 
your way in.dark cellars or closets 9 s 
it is Very dangerous. Do not hang 
clothes or anything inflammable near 
stoves to dry. 

Houses should be inspected fre¬ 
quently to remedy anything which 
might cause fire. If you are living in 
rented houses, do not wait "for the 
landlord to inspect it. Do it yourself, 
and see thgt it is properly protected. 
All public buildings and especially 
stores and warehousse should be in¬ 
spected often and cleared of rubbish 
in order to Insure against fire. Chari¬ 
table institutions, such as hospitals, 
asylums, etc., Should have provision 
made to protect the occupants from 
lianger in Case of fi're. Every year in 
Vulcan we have a ejean up week. This 
rids our town of rubbish find I be- 
Jietf&vit is having its effect, for we 
(have \ot had a fire in Vulcan for a 
long time. 

Spontaneous combustion sometimes 
causes fire, therefore the farmer. 1 - 
must be careful not to pile their 
straw and feed too heavily in haylofts 
or, other store houses for feed. 

Fire drills should be held frequently 
especially for sch.ool children, so that 
in cdse of fire the best and easiest 
way,of exit is possible. The children 
should not get excited for that creates 
disorder among them which might 
block all plans. 

The danger of fire cannot be im¬ 
pressed too deeply on the minds of 
citizens, and in order to secure the 
best results in our campaign 'against 
fire, everyone must co-operate with 
everyone else. ' The thing to impress 
is the fact that when we are endan- 
; gering our own property we are en¬ 
dangering the lives and property^ of 
ethers. Through our carelessness we 
may dose thousands of doHars of oui 
own as well as other people’s and if 
we do not care for our own things, 
remember other people care for 
theirs. 

So let us try to prevent fire as best 
we can and be careful to keep-alk fire 
extinguishing apparatus in g ood 
working order. 

In order to be sure that we have 
observed these rules we might ask 
ourselves now and then a few ques¬ 
tions, such as: 

1 . Are floors under stoves, am’ 
walls around them protected from 
he^if by stone, tile, or metal, etc.? 

2. Do you use “the best matches ? 
(Safety matches are always the best.)

from 40 acres ,an average of 119 bush- 
els'per acre. 

Shortly after the new year the oil 
refinery just completed at Calgary, by 
the Imperial Oil Company at a cost 
of $2,500,000, will spring into capacity 
production. Tankage facilities were 
provided early in the summer and a 
large supply of crude oil is on hand. 
The Sunburst fields, in Montana, and 
the Wyoming field will be drawn upon 
for supplies of crude oil. The capacity 
production of the new refinery is be¬ 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 barrels a day, 
For the first time in the history of 
:he province the number of auto li¬ 
censes issued has passed the 40,000 
mark. Receipts from this source now 
T 733,000 to date, the amount re¬ 
ceived last year being $718,000. Re¬ 
venue from the gasoline tax is already 
$206,000, and is expected to reach the 
estimate for the full year of $230,000. 

A new record in Alberta-coal pro¬ 
duction will be made this year, judg¬ 
ing fron. preliminary reports whieff 
have been received at Calgary. It ie 
expected that the total output will 
reach at least 7,000,000 tons, In com¬ 
parison with less tlian 6,000,000 tons 
last year. The mining payroll this 
year, it is said, will exceed $18,000,900. 
Never in its history has southern 
j Alberta marketed as large a crop as 
is now being handled by the Leth¬ 
bridge division of the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic railway. All past records have 
been broken. Approximately 13,500,- 
1 000 bushels have been moved by the 
C.P.R. The next largest year was in 
1915. Even that year fell two million 
bushels short of the volume handled 
up to the first of November of this 
year. 

The standard hotels must comply 
with law fo<- fire orevention and pro¬ 
vide fire escapes in order to secure 
license next year. Instructions have 
been sent out to license inspectors 
who will issue the license, and there 
muts be ropes placed in every room 
above the ground floor and secured to 
the inside of the window frame so 
that the occupants may escape in 
event of a fire It is stated that in 
many hotels, such a rope is not pro¬ 
vided, but no hotel will receive a li¬ 
cense, that is not equipped with ropes. 

Immigration to Canada for the first 
seven months of the fiscal year shows 
an increase of 102 per cent, when com¬ 
pared with the total figures for the 
corresponding period of 1922-23. The 
statement shows that 106,508 immi¬ 
grants entered Canada, as compared 
with 62,661 in the same period last 
year British immigration increased 
126 per cent, United States Immigra¬ 
tion decrease* 11 per cent, and immi¬ 
gration from other countries increas¬ 
ed 230 per cent. British immigration 
during the seven months totalled 67,- 
612, United States 14,900, other coun¬ 
tries 33,996.
